Hea vy Tra ffic Ba rred

Association of America Union Stock

“They have greater reserve power 
than even the steam locomotive, and 
can, in emergencies, start a load fou r 
times as great as a steam locomotive, 
when their proportionate weights are 
considered. 
“They fu rnish flexible power, for 
they can be u sed in 2, 4, G, 8, 10, 14, 
18, 22, 20, or even 33 horse teams, 
according to the natu re of the work 
that needs to be done. 
“In Oregon and Washington, where 
the combined harvester threshed first 
came into general u se, 00 per cent of 
the combines are horse drawn, and 
teams ranging from 
2 0 to 3 5 ho rses 
driven by one man, are so common 
that they do not excite even passing 
comment. 


“Ohio has 244,703 farms of which 
there are 13,532 having 175 acres or 
more. 


“These 13,532 farms will average 
eight oi more worn horses or 
mu res, 
an i on every one of these farms the 
u se of 3, 10, 14, or 18 horse teams, or 
even larger, if practical, will resu lt | 
i:: ' aving $200 or more per farm in 


labor alone, and will enable a farmer 
to 
plant 
with 
greater 
timeliness, 
thereby favorably influ encing the crop 
yields. 
“T herm s nothing new nor mysteri­ 
ou s abou t these large teams. 
They 
have been in general u se for thirty 
years 
in 
Oregon 
and Washington. 
They are controllad easily and su rely 
with a single pair of lines going to 
the leaders only. All others are au to­ 
matically controlled by ‘tying in’ and 
‘bu ck ing 
back ,’ which is 
a simple 
system 
of 
controlling 
the 
other 
horses. It is so simple that any farm­ 
er can u nderstand ana readily apply 
it after he has once seen it in u se; 
bu t it is practically impossible to mak e 
anyone u nderstand or believe in the 
system u ntil they see it in actu al u se 
in field work . 
“WTe k now this to be tru e, for the 
Horse Association of America spent 
a great deal of time, money and of 
printers’ ink in attempting to explain 
and popu larize ‘tying in and bu ck ing 
back ’ system, withou t actu al demon­ 
strations, and made bu t 
very 
little 
headway; bu t as soon as we sent men 
ou t to actu ally hitch and drive teams 
to show farmers how to do it, and how 
to mak e u p the equ alizers, tie chains 
and bu ck straps, immediate progress 
was evident — again demonstrating 
that the best way to introdu ce new 
labor saving methods is to actu ally do 
the work the new way, and leave one 
or two men in each commu nity act­ 
u ally u sing the new methods, as an 
example and gu ide to others in the 
commu nity. 
In Montana, where su ch 
work was carried ou t in 1923 and in 
1924, with the cooperation of the Mon­ 
tana Agricu ltu ral College, thou sands 
of big teams of 8, 12, Id or 20 horses 
are now in u se, and the cost of crop 
produ ction 
has 
been materially de­ 
creased. 
The same resu lt wil follow 
here in Ohio. 
“The whole problem of horses ver­ 
su s motors is an economic one. 
Men 
who have work to be done, in cities 
or on farms, view horses primarily as 
machines with which work may be 
done. From this standpoint they con­ 
sider their initial cost, length of u se­ 
fu l life, cost of repairs, operating ex­ 
pense and the work that can be done 
with these respective types of power 
u nits. 
“Equ ally important, tho often over­ 
look ed, is the effect which the u se of 
one or the other of these k inds of 
power exerts u pon the prices paid for 
farm produ cts. 


“The average farm w6i*k horse con­ 
su mes annu ally 25.3 bushels of :corn, 
37.8 bu shels of oats, 1.7 tons of hay 
and 1.96 acres of pastu re, or approx­ 
imately the crop produ ction of fou r 
acres of fertile land. The u se of this 
grain, hay and pastu re for horse feed 
withholds that mu ch from the mark et, 
as it wou ld otherwise be sold either 
directly or thru meat animals. 
From 
an economic basis, therefore, horses 
and mu les on farms act as stabilizing 
factors, enabling farmers 
to secu re 
mu ch higher prices for farm produ cts 
than if the land now growing horse 
feed were to be diverted to food 
produ ction.”
